REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
FOR 1940 


To the School Committee: 


I herewith submit my twenty-ninth annual report, which is 
the seventy-third in the series of annual reports by the superin- 
tendents, and the hundred and first of the printed reports of the 
School Committees of Cambridge. 

This year the national emergency necessarily influences all of 
our thinking and planning. While this totalitarian challenge and 
threat to democracy persists, American education, no less than 
American industry, must give precedence to the nation’s defense 
and the problems rising therefrom. Nevertheless, the threat to 
democracy did not begin with, nor will it end with, this war. 
Ignorance and cupidity, selfish and brutal disregard for the rights 
of others, these are the enduring enemies of democracy, of all 
true civilization. Against these our schools have long fought. 
Had the schools failed in that right, no military preparedness 
could save us now, could keep flaming the torch of our freedom. 
Thus I have nothing to report of significance comparable to this. 
In every Cambridge classroom the American flag is loved and 
honored. That way of life of which our flag is the symbol, is 
daily taught and practised. Because Cambridge teachers in 
thought, word and deed are one hundred per cent loyal Americans, 
the minds and the hearts of Cambridge children are safe in their 
schools. 

In the early months of 1940, the School Committee, in 
codéperation with the Massachusetts Department of Education, 
offered the facilities of the Rindge Technical School to the Federal 
Government for the training of men for national defense indus- 
tries. A permanent advisory committee was formed, composed of 
representatives of Cambridge industry and labor, with the presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce acting as chairman, and the 
assistant superintendent acting as executive officer. 

Apparent training needs were presented to this committee 
for investigation, discussion and recommendation. As rapidly as 
such needs were substantiated, classes were organized. We are 
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now using all of the machine shop and welding facilities of the 
Rindge Technical School twenty-four hours per day, five days a 
week. Almost all of those who have successfully completed the 
courses offered, are now employed for national defense in machine 
shops, shipbuilding plants, the Watertown Arsenal and the Boston 
Navy Yard. As another phase of the defense training program, we 
are offering supplementary instruction in Blueprint Reading and 
Machine Drafting, to men already employed in private industries 
having defense contracts. Other training programs will be inaugu- 
rated whenever there is evidence of the need, and the facilities 
are available. The committee, its executive officer, and the teach- 
ing staff, are to be congratulated upon a difficult task accomplished 
with swift efficiency. 

The unemployment problem is but partially and temporarily 
solved by the labor demands born of the preparedness effort. But 
unemployment is itself a threat to our national well-being. There- 
fore, looking to the future, recognizing the right and the need of 
men to labor, we are giving increased attention to the problems of 
vocational guidance; seeking a closer correlation between employ- 
ment needs and classroom practises. 

Over a year ago, under the direction of the assistant superin- 
tendent, committees of teachers of the Cambridge High and Latin 
School and the Rindge Technical School were organized to study 
the problem in all its phases, and to work out a practical tech- 
nique for vocational guidance and direction. 

These committees are engaged, outside of their regular duties, 
in interviewing and counselling the boys and girls, and in seeking 
placement opportunities for recent graduates and former students 
in the high schools. In Educational Guidance they are endeavor- 
ing to stimulate and broaden the pupil’s outlook and sympathies 
by revealing the educational fields in high schools and by relating 
the school training to his life career. In Vocational Guidance 
they are striving to stimulate interest in the occupational life of 
the city, desirable occupations and the value of school subjects 
as preparation for occupational life. 

These committees have been successful in the operation of a 
placement service for the high school graduates and former stu- 
dents. Through the codperation of the Cambridge Chamber of 
Commerce, they have secured a statistical directory of the busi- 
ness and industrial concerns in and around Cambridge. All of 
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these concerns were made acquainted with the placement service 
by letter or personal interview, and the results have been gratify- 
ing. The committees have received 209 replies to the letters or 
personal calls, either as requests to interview some of our gradu- 
ates, or as acknowledgments and promises of codperation. One 
hundred and eighty-nine graduates or former students were 
referred to employers, and of this group 144 were employed, 101 
in permanent positions. This vigorous approach to a problem of 
vital and lasting importance is made possible by the members 
of these committees, who are giving generously of their time, 
energy and enthusiasm, that the work may go forward. 

No education is more productive of individual development 
and happiness, nor contributes more to the general welfare, than 
the teaching of adults and of aliens in our Americanization 
classes. In this field, here in Cambridge we have had. conspicuous 
success. The work of our teachers in this department has been 
widely commended, and indeed copied. This year, to name but 
one of many instances, a citizenship chart devised by a Cambridge 
teacher has won high praise from the State Department of Edu- 
cation. And the Bureau of Naturalization has requested and 
received permission to issue the chart in pamphlet form, as a basis 
for the Naturalization Examinations on the Principles of the 
Constitution. 

This year, 1,905 students of twenty-five different nationali- 
ties, and of ages ranging from eighteen to eighty-one, have 
enrolled in these classes which were held in the evening schools, 
in factories, community centers and churches. The Americaniza- 
tion teachers go wherever in the city are found those who need and 
accept their instruction. And wherever they go they make new 
citizens, good Americans. Such teachers work, too, in the national 
defense, guarding daily our ramparts against the enemies within. 

Democracy is not static, a good once accomplished to be 
merely preserved. It is a living, growing process. So, too, that 
education that is at once the tool and the product of democracy, 
is never finished, is a continuous adjustment and readjustment to 
a changing world. Nowhere is that change more evident than in 
the attention we are now paying to the physical needs and defi- 
ciencies of our school children. Knowing now how closely related 
are physical and mental health, physical and moral health; here 
in Cambridge we are doing all that is humanly possible to prepare 
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children for healthy vigorous living. We are doing all that is 
humanly possible to lift from any child the burden of a physical 
disability. I am confident that any Cambridge citizen, having 
seen what is being done in our schools for physically handicapped 
children; for children predisposed to tuberculosis; for children 
with speech or hearing difficulties; for children with curvature of 
the spine; any citizen having seen this work and the results 
accomplished, would will its continuance. We are proud of our 
athletes, and of their victories in competitive sports, but we 
rejoice not less in these little ones, whom our physical education 
department and its related services are daily saving for normal 
and happy living. 

With deep regret and a sense of personal loss, I must report 
the retirement in June of Leslie L. Cleveland, for more than 
thirty years the Head Master of the Cambridge High and Latin 
School. Much more than those many years of service Mr. 
Cleveland has given to the High and Latin School. He has given 
to the School his own high standards of conduct and scholarship, 
his love of learning, his generosity of spirit. Thus he has made the 
High and Latin School the pride of its graduates and of the city; 
one of the finest public high schools in the nation. While the High 
and Latin School stands, his name will be remembered and honored 
in its halls. While his students and teachers live, he will live in 
their hearts, in what of worth they accomplish. 

Mr. Cleveland’s final report, which follows, brings to an end 
an inspiring chapter in the history of the Cambridge public schools. 

There are those who fear now for America, and for the way 
of life we call American. I do not share their fears. For in fifty 
years of public service I have seen other times of confusion and 
danger, and have seen them pass. For fifty years I have watched 
the American people building schools, building them larger and 
better each year; each year opening wider their doors to all who 
sought a better life. No power on earth can close those doors. For 
those who have passed through them will hold them open for their 
children. And while they stand open, America lives. 

For wise and kind guidance, for unselfish devotion to the 
schools and children of Cambridge, I thank the members of the 
School Committee. And I thank the teachers and masters of 
Cambridge whose work is my pride.

REPORT OF HEADMASTER 
OF THE HIGH AND LATIN SCHOOL 


Mr. M. E. Fitzgerald, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Mr. Fitzgerald: 

I herewith submit my report of the High and Latin School for 
1940, my last report I am sorry to say. It is not easy to leave a 
school which has been so much in mind and heart for thirty years. 

I came to the School in February 1910; in the fall of which 
year the English High, which gave a training predominantly com- 
mercial to six hundred girl students, and the Latin School, which 
had five hundred pupils in college preparatory classes, were united 
to make the one Cambridge High and Latin School. Our present 
total enrollment is 3,577. 

The story of the High and Latin School from that day to 
this is essentially the story of the development of secondary 
education over that period. Then the pupil population was fairly 
homogeneous in both character and outlook. The curricula offered 
little option and were limited in scope. Then large numbers of 
boys and girls went from the grammar schools to work. Now they 
are compelled by both law and economic pressure to stay in 
school much longer — through the high school if possible. 

This has brought a whole new stratum of society to the high 
school, and a greatly increased responsibility to the school. Today 
the school has become a cross section of practically all the popula- 
tion of the city. Today college preparation concerns a decided 
minority of these pupils. Out of the graduating class of 1940, 153 
boys and girls entered colleges and other schools of higher educa- 
tion; 421 boys and girls completed with their high school diplomas 
their formal education. 

How can we best serve this present student body, with so 
many in school only because they can find no employment in the 
business world? In answer I submit these three suggestions as 
important: 

A recognition of the great change in school population 
both in numbers and in character. 
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A closer correlation between our teaching and life con- 
ditions. 

An effective program in vocational information and 
guidance. 

We must waste neither time nor energy in regretting the 
passing of the old, or in vainly hoping for its restoration. Never- 
theless, much that is old has timeless value and must be pre- 
served. We will preserve it by discovering how best to relate its 
values to present conditions. 

When we actually make these new conditions, with their 
varied demands, fundamental in our educational credo, we will 
necessarily change in some degree at least our methods of instruc- 
tion, and of measuring results. The students should be divided 
into groups on broad lines, and those lines elastic enough to allow 
moving from one group to another, when such transfer be deemed 
to the advantage of the pupil. Some regrouping must be contin- 
ually in process in any school that is not static; only thus may 
many maladjustments be corrected. 

Curricula must be devised to meet the needs and abilities of 
each group — work that can be done successfully by that group. 
Success means self-respect and belief in one’s powers to succeed. 
Administration of such a program requires great wisdom and care, 
but the dangers are less serious than those inherent in an attempt, 
to place all in a common mold. 

Teaching must keep in closer touch with realities, become 
more vital, and so more effective. Very few pupils think in the 
abstract. It is difficult for them to sense long range values. They 
deal with the concrete and the present. Factual information soon 
leaves us, unless our business or profession demands its practical 
use. If a pupil acquires nothing but facts soon forgotten, he gains 
little from his study. He should at least learn how to seek things 
out for himself, and to find enjoyment in that seeking. 

In general, the social studies offer an exceptional opportunity 
for teaching realities. 

United States History and Government should be taught so 
as to give the student an understanding of and a pride in, our way 
of life. In these days, when the weak, the inefficient and the evil 
are so widely circulated, our youth may gain the idea that our 
government is more bad than good. That is a conception both 
false and dangerous. Our youth must become acquainted with 
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the background of struggle, self-denial, and success, that is our 
heritage. They must treasure that knowledge, and in their pride 
of it, determine to make the evils fewer. Surely this should be a 
constant aim in all American teaching. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to all who have 
worked with me through the years. If the School has done well it 
has been largely due to the codperation of all who were connected 
with its activities. For their loyalty and help I am deeply grateful.

The first term 
begins on the second Tuesday of October and closes one week 
previous to the closing of the day schools for the Christmas holi- 
days. The second term begins on the first Tuesday of January, 
except when that day falls on New Year’s Day, in which case it 
begins on the Thursday following New Year’s Day, and continues 
for at least twenty-five evenings. Vacations and holidays are the 
same as in the day schools. 
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
